PETER  CONFESSES  THE 
CHRIs"". 

II  irk  8:27  3* 
Motto  Text —"Thou  art  the 
Christ,  tne  Son  of  the  living  God." 
Matt.  16: i0. 

"And  Jesus  went  out.  and  his 
Jin  1  pics  into  the  towns  of  Cesar,  a 
I'hilipi. '  —This  was  a  city  ot  Gali- 
let.  near  one  of  the  two  sources 
of  the  Jordan,  about  f  >rty  miles 
from  Capernaum  It  was  at  the 
foot  of  Heroin,  and  was  called  by 
the  Greeks  Faneas  It  has  been 
enlarged  and  I «;  1  In  i  ;  Philip, 
the  terrach,  and  named  by  hini  in 
honor  of  Tiberias;  and  it  was  called 
Carsarea  Philipi  to  distinguish  it 
from  the  Cajsarea  on  the  sea  coast. 
Luke  tells  Jesus  had  been  engaged 
in  prayer  just  before  he  asked  this 
question.  They  were  on  tne  road 
when  he  spoke. 

"  Whom  do  men  say  that  1  am'" 
— He  of  course  knew  just  what 
men  said  and  thought  of  him.  He 
is  leading  the  minds  of  his  disciples 
to  the  open  confession  it  was  now 
best  for  them  to  make.  I*  rom  that 
day  to  this  men  have  saying  some 
thing  01  Je«us,  whom  even  his  ene 
mies  cannct  forget  and  ignore.  It 
is  probable  he  had  reference  to  the 
expressed  opinion,  not  so  much  of 
his  enemies,  as  of  the  multitudes 
who  followed  him,  many  ol  who. 
professed  to  be  his  disciples.  "An 
thty  answered  some .  John  the  Hfj 
list,  some  hlias,  and  others  one  1 
the  prophets' '—  They  all  recogniz-d 
that  Jesus  was  no  ordinary  man  or 
.  but  seem  to  have  consul - 
i  him  rather  a  forerunner  of  the 
a  than  the  Messiah  himself. 
Herod  though,  him  John  the  Bap- 
tist risen  fiom  the  dead.  Elijah 
had  gone  to  heaven  without  death, 
and  from  Malachis  prophecy  the 
Jews  looked  for  him  to  return, 
fney  had  had  no  prophet  for  four 
year*,  but  they  knew 
elves  to  be  God's  chesen  peo- 
ple, to  whom  he  had  sent  a  long 
line  of  gre  .t  prophets,  many  of 
whom  had  worked  notable  miracles 
Elijah  and  Elisha  hid  even  raised 
the  dea.«. 

"But  whom  sai  ye  that  I  an 
This  is  the  vital  question  to 
human  soul.  Upon  an  answ 
it  here,  depends  our  eternal  life 
yonder.  "And  Peter  answercth 
and  sayeth  unto  kirn.  Thou  art  the 
Christ,  '— Feter  was  the  spokes- 
man ol  the  apostles,  and  no  doubt, 
the  others  united  with  him  10  these 
words.  It  goes  to  prove  that  this 
is  indeed  Peters  gospel,  that  the 
blessing  that  |esus  spoke  to  Feter 
is  not  given  here  as  in  Matthew. 
We  are  told  by  Matthew  that  oui 
Lord  declared  Feter  had  not  learn- 
ed this  great  truth  of  his  own  dis- 
cerment,  but  by  revelati  n  of  the 
Father,  and  no  man  has  ev^r  ac- 
knowledged Jesus  to  the  saving  of 
divine  aid  to  his 


showed  that  the  whole  nation, 
though  their  ruless  would  reject 
him. 

"That  the  Son  of  Man  must  suj 
fer  many  t kings." — The  whole 
atonement  is  in  that  word  -must  " 
Must  of  his  own  free  will,  it  is  true 
out  h'e  must,  if  any  man  was  to  be 
saved.  The  terrible  nature  of  sin 
'is  in  that  word,  fesui  was  the  only 
one  that  Could  die  111  our  stead  a  d 
save  us  by  his  ,k-ath.  No  other 
blood  coul.l  reach  to  the  height  of 
that  broken  law  and  depths  of  hu- 
man guilt  —-And  he  spat,  that 
saying  openly  ."  Frankly,  plainly.  I 
without  p  r.l  eurmisteiy.  He  tod' 
11  as  plainly  as  words  could  that 
must  die  and  rise  again  the 
third  day  And  yet  they  did  not 
remember'  Even  the  disciples 
could  not  believe  and  remember 
the  words  of  Jesus  until  the  Holy 
spirit  brought  all  things  to  their 
remembrance  We  see  here  a 
proof  of  the  truth  of  his  words  that 
it  was  expedient  for  the  disciples 
that  he  should  go  away  and  the 
Spirit  con.e  to  thein 

"And  Peier  took  kirn,  and  began 
to  r,  bake  him." — which  shows  how 
impelled  Peter's  ideas  were  ol  his 
Master,  or  he  would  no*  have  dared 
to  rebuke  him.  The  Creek  shows 
that  Feter  took  hold  ol  him  and 
ilrew  him  a  little  to  one  side,  and 
that  Jesus  turned  suddenly  and 
lookid  keeuly  at  all  the  disciples. 
He  spoke  so  as  to  be  heard  by 


mmm. 
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hem  all:  "Get  thee  behind 
«*."—  It  shows  Peter's  true  hu 
nility,  if  this  is  his  gospel  that  he 
<;lls  frankly  of  our  Lord's  stern  re- 
buke, while  omitting  the  blessing 
which  had  gone  before.  |esus 
would  endure  noinptrtinence  from 
his  chief  Apostle— even  the  Sera- 
phim veil  their  faces  111  his  pres- 
ence. The  i-ord  recognizes  the 
one  who  speaks  to  him  w  th  Peter  's 
voice.  It  is  the  old  tempter  whom 
he  had  met  in  the  wilderness,  come 
now  once  more  to  attack  him  and 
make  him  give  up  his  purp.  se  of 
redeeming  lost  men.  batan  olten 
uses  those  who  love  us  best  to 
tempt  us  to  sin.  Let  us  yield  to 
temptation  no  more  tnan  Christ 
did. 

"/■'or  thou  sarourcst  not  the 
things  that  be 
things  that  bee)  men.'' — "  Thou 
minuest  not"  is  the  exact  transla- 
tion. Peter  was  thinking  of  the  suf- 
fering of  Lis  dear  beloved  Master 
and  nis  own  trnef  at  losing  him 
thinking  also  it  may  be  ol  that  tern 
poral  kingdom  ol  which  he  in  coin 
1110B  with  his  nation  was  dreaming. 
Hut  human  love  as  well  as  human 
ambition  must  give  way  before  the 
things  of  God.  what  a  terriible 
thine  it  would  have  been  for  Peter 
biuisell  d  be  had  obtained  his  wish 
even  though  Jesus  had  conquered 
the  world  and  given  Petsr  a  seat 
on  his  right  nand.  For  if  Jesus  did 
not  die  to  atone  for  Peter's  sins, 
Peter  would  nave  been  lost.  He 
would  ha\e  given  his  soul  to  gain 
the  world.  If  we  could  have  our 
own  way,  how  often  would  we  de- 
stroy our  souls  as  ignorantly 
Peter  would  have  destroyed  his. 
Had  Peter  been  minding  the  things 
ot  God,  he  would  have  spoken  dil- 
ferently. 

And  when  he  had  called  th* 
people  unto  tint," — Either  there 
was  a  multitude  lollowing  at  a  re- 
spectlul  distance  while  talked  pri- 
vately with  his  disciples,  or  they 
have  now  entered   Carsarea.  The 


it  includes  also  all  'the  wordly 
things  upon  which  we  set  cur  affec- 
tion, and  which  may  be  said  to  con- 
stitute our  life.  But  ff  we  give  up 
these  for  Christ's  sake  and  the 
gospele  he  shall  in  deepest  truth 
save  even  them,  receiving  100-fold 
in  this  world,  and  in  the  wnld 
to  come,  life  everlasting.  '/or 
what  shall  if  profit  „  m  ,„  ,/  /„. 
gain  tke  whole  world  and  lose  his 
oonsoul.  "—a  plain,  practical  com- 
mon sense  question  and  onK  which 
every  sinner  should  put  to  himself 
honestly.  They  are  neglecting 
their  souls  to  gain  the  world.  They 
cannot  gam  the  world  with  all  their 
efforts,  You  can  count  on  your 
fingers  the  ones  who  have  been 
said,  even  in  a  limited  sense,  to 
gained  the  world.  And  if 
every  '  one  could,  what  profit  is  it  ? 
Seventy  years  is  soon  over,  and  all 
eternity  is  lost. 

"Or  what  shall  a  man  give  for 
his  sou/."-  Our  souls  are  forfeited 
to  the  violated  law  of  God  forfeited 
lor  all  eternity.  And  there  is  but 
one  thing  which  any  man  can  give 
in  exchange  for  his  soul,  and  that 
is  the  blood  of  Christ.  Hut  that 
blood  cannot  be  found  in  hell. 
Therefore,  when  a  man  through  his 
devotii  n  to  self  and  indifference 
Go   has  lost  his  soul  at  last,  there 

is  nothing  to  be  given  lcr  it.  Dives, 
had  nothing  in  hell  to  give  in  ex- 
change for  water.  And  to  that 
death  of  lost  souls  there  is  no  end 
forever 

"Whosoever  therefore  shall  be 
ashamed  o)  me  and  of  my  word. 
One  of  the  greatest  mysteries  con- 
nected with  the  terrible  nature  of 
sin  is  that  men.  poor  worms  in  the 
d  st  of  one  of  God's  smallest  ph 
ets.  should  ever  be  ashamed  of 
their  Lord.  What  a  contrast  here 
between  the  evil  and  adulterous 
generation  and  the  glory  of  the 
Father.  He  of  whom  Christ 
ashame  there  will  depart  with  thed
